That a new road is soon to be built 
on the point of land jutting into the bay 
east of town is indicated by a contract 
let by the South San Francisco Land 
and Improvement Company to the J. 
P. Holland Company, contractors of 
San Francisco. The road will be con¬ 
structed on the north shore of the 
promontory from the property of the 
American Barium Company to the 
holdings of the Wildberg Bros., where 
this firm’s refining plant is located. 
The road is to be graded eighteen feet 
in width and over a quarter of a mile 
in length. The contract price for the 
work is fixed at $4600, and the work 
is to be completed within sixty days. 

The road is to provide outlet for 
the Crystal Refining Company that 
recently acquired a tract of land on 
the point near the Wildberg plant. 
This company has already started 
work on an oil refinery t > be built 
at this point. When completed it is 
expected that the refinery will pro¬ 
vide employment for a considerable 
number of men.

MAKING LAST-STAND FIGHT TO 
GET TARIFF TO PROTECT 
THOUSANDS OF ORCHARDS. 


IGE GATHERING EXPECTED AT 
INTERNCATIONAL CONVENTION 
I> SAN FRANCISCO; BRILLIANT 
EVENTS ARE PLANNED. 


With only a few days remaining 
before the future of California’s al¬ 
mond industry will be decided by the 
senate finance committee, officials and 
directors of the California Almond 
Growers’ Exchange plan to renew 
i their fight in congress to secure from 
the senate the vitally necessary mini¬ 
mum protective duty of 5 cents on 
unshelled and 15 cents on shelled 
almonds. George W. Pierce, the TP- 
year-old president of the growers’ ex¬ 
change, has taken charge of the local 
end of the life and death struggle of 
the state’s $65,000,000 almond indus¬ 
try, coming from Davis, where he and 
his neighbors engaged in almond cul¬ 
ture are preparing to harvest a record 
almond crop. 

Commercial and agricultural or¬ 
ganizations throughout the state are 
rallying to the support of the almond 
growers, but the need of repeating be¬ 
fore the senate all the evidence pre¬ 
sented to the house, where the almond 
growers lost their original battle, was 
pointed out by Pierce. He said: 

“All the ground must be covered 
again and every organization and in¬ 
dividual concerned in saving the al¬ 
mond industry by whom an appeal 
was made to the house committee 
should place a similar message in the 
hands of Chairman Boise Penrose of 
the senate finance committee and 
Senators Johnson and Shortridge. The 
only difference now is that action to 
be of value must be taken quickly. 
Time is working against us. There is 
not a moment to be lost. 

“Advices from Washington are that 
the Fordney bill will be taken up by 
the senate financing committee this 
week, and it is believed that but ten 
days will be devoted to committee 
hearings. It is reported that the bill 
will not be extensively changed, but 
corrections will be made only in those 
items seriously contested or showing^ 
radical defects. 

“The almond tariff schedule belongs 
to that class, because when the house 
established the rate of 4 and 12 cents, 
though important ground was gained 
by the growers in securing recogni¬ 
tion of the basic principle of the 
three-to-one shelling ratio, it was a 
radical defect when the house placed 
the figures Inadequately low at 4 and 
12 cents. With the almond schedule 
near the head of the list, appeals to 
the senate, to be effective, must be 
rushed forward by telegraph at once, 
as our case will be heard and decided 
in a very short time. 

“Senators Johnson and Shortridge, 
we know, are making a valiant fight 
for us but they need the whole¬ 
hearted support of the entire state to 
convince the committee that we are 
serious in our statements when we 
say that California’s almond industry 
will be ruined unless given a fair 
share of the American shelled almond 
market now controlled by the peasant- 
produced almonds of southern 
Europe.”

Legion Team Crosses Bats With Bernal 
Heights; Visitors Leave In Huff. 


Home of Ed Erwin Hurned to Ground 
No Water to Fight Blaze. 


Visitors to Great Conclave to Be Made 
Welcome if They Come Here; Mem- 
hers Crged to Attend Palo Alto 


Electrification of the Southern Pa¬ 
cific between San Francisco and San 
Jose was the theme of a meeting held 
at the Palace Hotel, San Francisco, 
Thursday noon, between the trans¬ 
portation committee of the Peninsula 
Bureau of Chambers of Commerce and 
Civic Associations and the transporta¬ 
tion sub-committee of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce. Judge 
E. E. Cunningham of South San Fran¬ 
cisco called the committee meeting in 
the absence of Chairman Harry Peck- 
ham. 

The petition circulated through the 
different cities of the peninsula ask¬ 
ing the Southern Pacific to install 
electric equipment on its coast line 
from San Francisco to San Jose re¬ 
ceived many signatures in this city, 
as it did wherever it was presented. 
It is reported that the entire number 
of names signed to the petition will 
reach many thousands. When all the 
siynatures desired have been secured, 
J. J. McGrath, president of the Penin¬ 
sula Bureau, and his transportation 
committee expect to present it to the 
railroad ocmpany. 

Recently an article was published 
in the Mayfield News urging that the 
railroad be urged not only to electrify 
its road put also to build an elevated 
track from the city to San Jose, with 
an underground tube for freight 
trains. This plan has been turned 
down by the Peninsula Bureau as un¬ 
feasible at this time. President Mc¬ 
Grath stating that the bureau will 
confine its efforts to getting what it 
has started after, the Dumbarton 
bridge, a new highway down the 
peninsula, and the original plan for 
better transportation on the S. P. A 
new feature of the latter proposition 
was recently introduced when the 
transportation committee proposed to 
take the matter of building an electric 
line along the peninsula up with the 
Western Pacific, which recently ef¬ 
fected a terminal in San Jose by build¬ 
ing a line into that city. It is believed 
by many that the prospect of getting 
a line built by the Western Pacific 
is better than getting what it desired 
from the Southern Pacipc.

Alaskan Herder With Reindeer

A new meat has been reaching Amer¬ 
ican tables during the last few years, 
a food that as yet comparatively few 
American palates have had the op¬ 
portunity to compare with their fa¬ 
miliar roast beef, mutton and pork. 
It Is the meat of reindeer, and it 
comes not from a foreign country but 
from our own Alaska. 

Within a single generation, “Cupid” 
and “Vixen” and “Cornet” and 
‘Trancer,” those semi-mythological 
companions of ruddy Saint Nick 
which spring into action with the 
very first remembered syllables of the 
famous Christinas poem, have become 
tiie staple live stock for the Far North¬ 
west of the American continent. San¬ 
ta Claus may use a motor truck or 
even an airplane in making his city 
deliveries, hut in Alaska the reindeer 
is coming Into its own. 

In Europe and Asia the reindeer wa« 
domesticated in prehistoric times. Not 
so in America, where this sjiecies of 
the deer family, the Cervidae. were 
known as caribou, and are still so 
known, to distinguish them from the 
domesticated and imported animal. 

The first importation, consisting of 
only 162 reindeer, was landed at Teller, 
Alaska, on Independence day. 185*2. 
Luring that year and the decade fol¬ 
lowing, 1,118 more were imported from 
Siberia and landed on the shores of 
Port Clarence bay. The reindeer im¬ 
ported from Norway in 185*8 were all 
draft animals, steers, and are now 
extinct. 

From tiie outset the deer thrived, 
and as tiie number increased, other 
herds were formed from the mother 
herd at Teller. Roaming tiie frozen 
wastes north and south, from Point 
Barrow to tiie Alaskan peninsula, there 
are today more than a hundred herds 
segregating about 160.000 deer. It is 
estimated that during this period more 
than 100,000 have been killed for fatal 
and akltia; so that in less than thirty 
years the increase lias been more than 
two hundred fold. 

Although the Alaskan reindeer in¬ 
dustry is still in it* infancy, it is rap¬ 
idly tiecuiuing firmly established. Tiie 
reindeer ia not. however, highly pro¬ 
lific. The female deer usually gives 
birth to but one fawn a year, and If 
there are twins, one of tiie young is 
likely to die. 

Reasons for Rapid Increase. 

The rapid increase is due to two 
facta: One is tiie remarkable hardi¬ 
hood of tiie fawns, which only a few 
hours after birth are strong and fleet 
of foot. The contrast between the 
self-reliant reindeer fawn and tiie 
weak, knohby-kneed colt or calf is 
striking and has much to do with tiie 
tendency of reindeer herds to Increase 
rapidly in spite of a low birth rate. 
As tiie sociul worker would say, tiie 
infant mortality is slight. 

The other factor in the rapid in¬ 
crease, and an illustration of the fact 
that early fecundity is not entirely a 
tropical trait, is the remarkable fact 
that yearling reindeer frequently re¬ 
produce. 

The reindeer has been aptly named. 
Of all ungulate, ruminant, and gregar¬ 
ious animals, it is one of tiie most 
particular in the selection of its food. 
It pastures during the summer on 
tender mosses, lichens, mushrooms, 
algae, and grasses. Its typical home 
is I.apiand. In the Lapp tongue the 
word “reiuo" means i>asturagc. so that 
the word “reindeer" meaus an animal 
that pastures. During the long winter 
the deer subsist entirely upon moss, 
which abounds on the vast tundras 
and hills of Alaska, so that the deer- 
roan has almost unlimited grazing 
land for his herds. 

Plsnty of Moos for Food. 

It has been estimated that there 
are 200.000 square miles of this dry. 
coral-like moss in Alaska—enough 
grazing land for 5.000,000 deer. This 
class of pasturage is suitable for do 
other animal except, it may be. the 
musk-<>x; lienee these thousands of 
square miles of Arctic Alaska, were 
it not for the reindeer, would prove 
practically valueless and could not 
be permanently inhabited. 

There is only oue drawback to this 
calculation: Inevitably the reiDdeer 

seek the coast in summer, to escape 
the swarms of mosquitoes and to lick 


tip the salt deposited by the ocean 
waters. Tiie Lapps have a saying 
that “mosquitoes make the best herd¬ 
ers In summer time.” 

It is believed, however, that if salt 
can be supplied in sufficient quantity 
inland, and if tiie deer can be taken 
to the hills, where land breezes will 
serve tiie same purpose as the sea 
winds in blowing away the mosqui¬ 
toes, the animals can he persuaded 
to overcome their inbred Instinct for 
a sea>tde excursion in summer. 

Eskimos Own Most of Them. 

Eskimos own approximately 70 per 
cent of all the deer in Alaska, and 
the bureau of education has been 
much handicapped by tiie smallness 
of tiie $5,000 annual appropriation 
granted iu recent years to care for 
tiie industry, instruct herders, and 
administer general sujiervision over 
herds which cover a stretch of ter¬ 
ritory more than a thousand miles in 
extent. 

Of lat«- years the industry lias been 
taken up by a number of white men 
as a private enterprise. No objection 
to their entering the reindeer field 
lias been raised on the part of gov¬ 
ernment officials, as the development 
of outside markets for reindeer meat, 
skins, and by-products will thereby 
be promoted; but, in order to pro¬ 
tect tiie Eskimo, a rule has been es¬ 
tablished that female deer may not 
be purchased from the uatives. 

A number of Lapps, originally em¬ 
ployed by tiie government to teach the 
Eskimos tiie occupation of herding, 
were permitted to borrow not to ex¬ 
ceed 100 deer each. In five years 
they were to return a like number, 
keeping the increase. From one such 
loan In lllOl a count of 8U0 was made 
in urns. During that year RUO animals 
were equally divided into two herds, 
one of which now numbers not less 
than 10,000. 

The meat of the dear Is not “gamy" 
and yet there is a suggestion of ven¬ 
ison in its flavor. It has been aptly 
described as having the Juiciness of 
beef amt tiie delicacy and teuderne** 
of venison. The animal Is butchered 
by modem methods, after which the 
carcass is frozen with the hide on 
and shipped to distributing points in 
tiie states, principally Seattle and 
Minneapolis. There it Is kept in cold 
storage until sold for food. 

Female deer are seldom killed. Of 
tiie mates a certain number are set 
aside for breeding purposes and the 
rest are fattened as steers. The av¬ 
erage life of a deer is about 15 years, 
hut steers are butchered when three 
years old. 

Camel of the Arctic Region. 

Tiie reindeer lias been called the 
eaiuel of tiie Far North. It serves as 
a beast of burden, and is to tiie no¬ 
mad of tiie north what the camel is 
to tiie nomad of tiie southern desert. 
Like unto its southern “brother" that 
"lives on its irump,” the reindeer 
draws on its supply of fat in times 
of want. For long-distance travel the 
Eskimo prefers tiie reindeer to dogs, 
us tiie former finds its own feed; mu 

so the dregs. 

Surprising records have been made 
in long-distance travel and also’ iu 
speed tests. Indeed, for short dis¬ 
tances itie deer can outrun tiie dog 
or hors*. 

The usual rate of travel on long¬ 
distance excursions should be from 
25 to 35 miles a day, if the welfare 
of tiie deer is considered. Even then 
the deer can only lie employed con¬ 
tinuously in that fashion for 15 to 
17 days. While traveling it has no 
chance to graze. When compel!*! to 
do this at night it loses sleep. In 
consequence the store of fat which 
encases it- ody and furnishes re¬ 
serve food and strength becomes ex¬ 
hausted. 

The Eskimo never prods or crowds 
the deer after it indicates its desire 
to quit the journey. He unharnesses 
it and leaves it to find its way back 
to its herd, which it usually succeeds 
in doing. If it does not succeed in 
this, it is likely to join another herd. 

The ownership of reindeer is indi¬ 
cated by ear-marks. By marking the 
ears the reindeer of tiie various herd- 
are distinguished, and aunualiy there 
is a general reassignment of animals 
to their own rs.
